The bulletin Thursday night 
from the 90-year-old states, 
man's bedside also had reported 
no change in his condition. 
Medical men interpreted the

as 
meaning that Churchill contin. 
ued in a coma from which he 
could not recover. 
"This sort of condition could 
go on perhaps for days," said 
a spokesman for the British 
Medical Association. 
Shortly before Lord Moran, 
Sir Winston's 82*yearold phy. 
sician arrived for his midday 
call, fire broke out in an apart* 
ment on the other side of the 
Churchill garden, and smoke

guished, and the fire engines 
did not clang their bells for 
fear of disturbing Sir Winston.

TTie setting will befhm iliarto 
Humphrey, a member of the 
Senate from Minnesota for 16 
years, but not the role he will be 
called on to play. 


Humphrey, who was elected 
assistant 
Senate Democratic 
leader in 1961, has been one of 
the Senate's most active mem­ 
bers in the past—one ready, 
able and willing to speak on al­ 
most any subject at anytime. 
Now he will have to leave the 
floor delates toothers. TTie vice 
president seldom gets a chance 
to say much of anything in the 
Senate, although he is called on 
from time to time to rule on 
procedural issues. 


As a practical m atter, Hum­ 
phrey 
probably 
won't spend 
much time presiding over the 
Senate. Tills is a chore that usu­ 
ally is delegated to junior sena­ 
tors except on crucial or cere­ 
monial occasions.

Inauguration R azzle Dazzle Over, 
Johnson Faces Grinding Four Years 


WASHINGTON (AP^ — The 
razzle-dazzle is over, Presi­ 
dent Johnson Is on his own, 
and now come the grinding four 
years of his presidency. 
All the inaugural halls, par­ 
ties and parades were like a 
New Orleans Mardi G ras on the 
day before Lent begins. 
For more than a >eur there 
has been an abnormal condition 
in the country and in govern­ 
ment, starting with President 
Kennedy's 
assassination 
in 
1963. 
First, the shock and sorrow, 
which haven't worn off yet, as 
the steady stream of visitors to 
his grave in Arlington Cemetery 
shows. 
Second, the prolonged public 
scrutiny of Johnson, suddenly 
thrust into the presidency, and 
the inevitable comparisons be­ 
tween him and Kennedy. 
For Johnson it was a double 
ordeal for more than half of 
1964. 
F irst, the need to get action 
on the Johnson-Kennedy pro­ 
gram s because there was so 
much unfinished business. 
Second, and t|iis was his prob­ 
lem every waking moment, to 
get sufficiently strong public 
acceptance for him to ran for 
election and a term of his own. 
Having achieved this, he had 


to spend months away from the 
White House in the strange 
campaign against Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. 
As soon as he won the election 
Johnson had to spend the weeks 
before his inaugural getting his 
programs and budget ready for 
his first year on his own. 
That he wants this to be a new 
chapter in his own and Ameri­ 
can life seemed clear from his 
inaugural address. 
It was pitched on conditions 
as they are and on the future. 
There was no mention of Kenne­ 
dy . 
Now the way is clear. Some of 
lus program s already have been 
sent to Congress, others are 
going up soon. 
From now on there can be no 
excuses like "give the man 
tim e" or "after all, he still has 
to operate in the shadow of Ken» 
nedy." 
He has revealed enough of 
himself since he took over so 
suddenly in 1963 to make some 
predictions 
about him seem 
safe: 
He will try to pacify loth la» 
to r and business, no small task. 
He will work hard for Negroes' 
civil rights without needlessly 
Irritating the South. 
He will push hard for social 
legislation, like federal aid to 


education and medical care for 
the aged through Social SeourL 
ty. 
He will try to keep down gov­ 
ernment spending, which is a 
good way to impress practically 
everybody and hush congres» 
sional critics of spending. 
Hie less criticism he gets 
from the House and Senate, the 
easier it will be to work with the 
men in the Capitol to get what 
lie wants. 


He will avoid spectacular ges­ 
tures in dealing with Congress 
— like demanding no less than 
everything he asks — and often 
settle for something, figuring 
that's better than nothing and 
opens the door to more later. 
Above 
everything, 
unless 
things get out of control for him, 
he will do his best to avoid con­ 
flicts at home, particularly with 
Congress. 
He knows as a professional 
politician with long experience 
that conflicts interfere with his 
job. 


But this pouring oil on trou­ 
bled waters has a built-in Jeo- 
jiardy of its own: it can lead to 
appeasement of the opposition, 
needless compromises, and de­ 
feats. 
Over the next four years 
Johnson will have multiple oc­ 


casions to demonstrate he can 
avoid those traps and remain a 
truly strong President. 
Above all, and no prediction 
seems safe here, he undoubtedly 
will meet some of his toughest 
tests in foreign affairs. 
By an accident of history he 
has had no real foreign crisis to 
deal with since he became Pres­ 
ident. 
And, further, he has tried to 
skip lightly over the forejgn 
field in most of what he has said 
so far. Tliis can't last. 
Since he is one of the most 
truly professional politicians 
who ever sat in the White Housa 
these next four years should 
have endless fasclnatlou,

SEATING DISPUTES IN THE SOUTH 
THE CORPS of 100 volunteer attorneys which 
moves into Mississippi this week will gather 
testimony supporting the challenge to seats 
from that state in the House of Representatives 
in Washington. An attempt to block the seating 
of Mississippi congressmen on Jan. 4 failed 
when the House voted, 276 to 149, to allow the 
oath to be asministered to Thomas G. Abernethy 
(D), Jamie L. Whitten (D), John Bell Williams 
(D), and Prentiss Walker (R). 
The seats of Whitten, Colmer, and Walker 
had been challenged by three Negro women 
“ elected** in a special Mississippi Freedom 
Democratic Party vote Oct. 30 to Nov. 2. Mis­ 
sissippi officials had refused to place MFDP 
candidates on the regular Nov. 3 ballot. 
The army of lawyers will be accompanied by

depositions from 
persons complaining of vote discrimination., 
The aim is to carry the case to a House 
subcommittee on privileges and elections. 
ALMOST 20 YEARS AGO the special Senate 
Campaign Investigating Committee listened to 
similar charges against Sen. Theodore G. Bilbo 
of Mississippi, 
accused of inciting whites 
“ to commit acts oi violence and intimidation 
against Negro voter0** during his 1946 campaign 
for the Democratic senatorial nomination. Sen. 
Ellender (D. La.), Chairman of the committee, 
criticized the movement against Bilbo as a 
Republican bid for the Negro vote in the 1948 
election. “ It is not an attack on Bilbo,” Ellender 
said on Nov. 16, “ but an attack on the sovereign 
state of Mississippi.** 
A Mississippi citizens* petition charged that 
Bilbo in campaign speeches had “ advocated, 
counseled, inspired, encouraged, incited, aided 
and abetted” white voters to keep Negro voters 
from the polls. Although the exact words used 
by Bilbo were in dispute, the senator gave his 
,own version in a radio round-table discussion 
|on Aug. 9 as follows: “ 1 said the best way to 
keep a nigger away from the white Democratic 
primary was to see him the night before.** 
On the same broadcast Bilbo said: “ I am a mem­ 
ber of the Ku Klux Klan. . . Bilbo Klan No. 
40, M ississippi.” 
Quentin Reynolds, who was co-chairman of the 
National Committee to Oust Bilbo, said: “ Oust­ 
ing Bilbo would not only remove an avowed 
member of the Ku Klux Klan, but would rep­ 
resent a setback for the system of terror, disen­ 
franchisement and race supremacy which Bilbo 
typifies.** 
. WHEN THE NAME Ol BILBO was reached 
in the first Senate roll call of the 1947 session, 
a resolution was offered by Sen. Taylor (D Ida.) 
|to deny him the outh, pending further investiga­ 
tion 
of 
charges 
evolving from the 1946 
campaign. The challenge was countered with 
a resolution by Sen. Overton (D La.) which 
would have allowed Bilbo to take the oath, 
without prejudice to the right of the Senate 
later to pass upon his claim to a seat. 
The Taylor resolution had sought to perpetuate 
the existing situation under which Bilbo could 
have been barred by majority vote. Once Bilbo 
had received the'oath, as proposed in the Over­ 
ton resolution, it could have been argued that 
the two-thirds majority prescribed by the Con­ 
stitution for expulsion of a senator would be 
required to unseat him. 
Overton launched upon a filibuster. Minority 
Leader Barkley then worked out a truce under 
which Bilbo would stand aside temporarily 
Bilbo died on Aug. 21, 1947, without returning 
to the Senate. 
If a serious case against the Mississippians 
ever is pressed, precedent would call for a two- 
thirds majority vote before they could be un­ 
seated.

Will history someday assess 
the nuclear-test ban idea as the 
grand delusion of the twentieth 
century?

Voss, 
respected 
Washington newsman, thinks it 
is entirely possible. 
As a parting shot in his book, 
Nuclear Ambush; the Test-Ban 
Trap, Voss says the USSR has 
given tin' U.S. a sobering warn­ 
ing of the damage it can do to 
American security. 
The warning came in the 
form of a “ clever combina­ 
tion of propaganda manipula­ 
tion and diabolical statesm an­ 
ship (which) tied up the United 
States testing program .” He 
refers, of course, to the tragic 
result of the 1058-1961 test 
m oratorium which yielded the 
R ussians a superiority in big 
blast capability. 
Drawing from official trans­ 
cripts of negotiations with the 
Soviet Union, Congressional de- 
liberations, 
interview s 
with 
leading scientists, 
and 
State 
Department archives, 
Voss 
explores the test ban idea from 
its beginning in 1946. Through 
537 heavily-docum ented pages, 
the author presents the fact and 
fiction of all pertinent aspects 
of test-ban negotiations. 
Happily for the reader, Voss 
displays a m aster of clear, un­ 
lettered expression. 
There are few international 
problem s as complex or con­ 
fusing as those posed by the 
conflicting aim s and methods of 
men seeking a solution for the 
nuclear arm s race. Voss ex­ 
poses the whole spectrum oK- 
erupting com plications involved 
in the formulation of a valid 
test-ban treaty. 
The 
author feels that the 
stampeded toward nuclear am - 
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bush was given its greatest 
im petus by man’s fear of w ar 
and fallout. The USSR capiti 
i/.ed on U.S. fears, by hiding 
behind them long enough to take 
a large nuclear step forw ard. 
In one of the most potent p a ra - 
graphs w ritten on this subject, 
Voss unerringly puts his finger 
on the problem; the U.S. is 
torn by Indecision. While a $50 
billion m ilitary budget stands as 
evidence of U.S. distrust of the 
Soviet Union, there Is a pas­ 
sionate eagerness on the part of 
the federal spenders and plan­ 
n ers to “ take long chances ex­ 
perim enting 
In 
exercises of 
trust with tin1 Soviet Union.” 
What lessons should this te st- 
ban school ot hard knocks have 
taught us? 
In his appraisal, the author

Throughout most of recorded 
history violence has l>een an 
everyday part of man’s life.

fortu ies without fear. In New 
\o rk 
City , 
they could walk 
peacefully in Central 
Park 
even at night. 
This was the period when fre e ­ 
dom was In the ascendant, and 
e \e rv trace of socialism was 
firm ly rejected by the nations 
of the West, whose govern­ 
m ents concentrated on keep­ 
ing the peace. 
Socialism , because it relies 
on the aggressive use of force 
to take from some and give to 
o th ers, to control and to re g ­ 
ulate, 
has 
cast 
the ancient 
shadow of violence once m ore 
over human life. Only freedom 
and lim ited government can r e ­ 
move it.

"I decided not long ago during 
a trip to Lidia that it was time 
for me to get done what I want­ 
ed to do in life,” she rem arked. 
So she is taking dancing les­ 
sons, brushing up on French, 
and preparing to learn Spanish. 
She already knows Chinese, of 
course, and Germ an. 
She also is writing four new 
hooks, which will bring her life­ 
time total so far to 67. They in. 
elude her famed “ The Good 
Earth” and 35 other best-selling 
novels. 
She also runs a film producing 
company. 
She also heads the Pearl S. 
Buck 
Foundation, 
which 
is 
trying to raise$10m illiontoaid 
more than 
300,000 unwanted 
Arnerasian children fathered by 
UJi. troops in Japan, Korea 
and other F ar East lands. 
As 
methodical 
as 
she is 
warm - hearted, 
M rs. Buck 
writes from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
daily in her Pennsylvania farm­ 
house. She now prefers an old- 


fashioned pen to the typew riter. 
“ Whenever I find something 
in life that interests me, I want 
to w rite about it,” she said. 
“ Since I've had a varied life, 
that has meant many books. But 
I don’t sit down to w rite until I 
feel I have something to say.” 
She lives modestly. Her big­ 
gest extravagance is hats. 
“ Pm really rather sillyabout 
hats. I buy five or six at one 
time.** 
She thinks most people who 
fail do so because they don*t 
appreciate thernselves-or oth­ 
e rs — enough. 
“ People are really much bet­ 
te r than they think they are,** 
she rem arked. “ Li every human 
relationship there must be a 
respect for the other person — 
not a s you would want him to 
be, but as he is.*’ 


This is her philosophy: 
“ There are many kinds of 
love, but there must be som e 
kind of love before there can be 
fulfillment — before there can 
be any progress, any fruit, or 
any content.** 


Through all her literary la­ 
bors, her heart's ear has been 
attuned to the cries of the 
w orld's handicapped or forgot­ 
ten children. Mother of a re ­ 
tarded child herself, she lias 
adopted and reared nine other 
children, including several of 
mixed Asian and A m erican an­ 
cestry .

and he is putting 
him to work. Hubert Horatio, 
as Barry Goldwater used to call 
hirn because of his boyish face 
and boundless energy, sees the 
President every morning and is 
called by him on the telephone 
several tim es a day, 
“ You come into his office ” 
the Vice 
P resident told 
* a 
friend, “ and he doesn’t say good 
morning. He says ‘What have 
you done?” And som etim es he 
repeats It — ‘What have you 
done?’ There never was a P res­ 
ident like this one for work.”

000 for the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
This extra 
money 
is 
needed because, under the p res­ 
ent lopsided system of farm 
subsidies, 
hundreds of thou­ 
sands of farm ers have bor­ 
rowed from the government on 
their crops. 
They heard rum ors that the 
Johnson adm inistration was go­ 
ing to cut price supports, 
so 
they cashed in on their crops 
before the price drops. It’s 
tails-the-farm er-w ins, heads- 
the-governm ent-loses. 
If the 
price goes up, the farm er can 
pay back his loan and get his 
crop back. If the price drops, 
the government is stuck with 
the crop. 


The new vice president pro­ 
poses to change this and go 
back to the pre-Benson days • 
when the farm er was required 
to cut production in return for 
price subsidies. 
“ Now,” 
Humphrey told his 
advisers 
recently, 
“ all the 
farm er has to do is plant his 
rows of corn a little closer 
and put on a little m ore fer­ 
tilize r and bring in a bumper 
crop at the sam e time he gets 
paid to take acreage out of 
circulation,” 


What the Vi< e President pro­ 
poses to do is to curtail price 
supports 
for the big farm er 
and keep supports relatively 
high for 
the little farm er. 
“ K erm it Gordon was right the 
other day when he said that 
one million farm ers could raise 
enough food to support the peo­ 
ple of the United States,” Hum­ 
phrey told his staff, “ But we 
can’t do that. That would swamp 
the already crowded cities with 
little farm ers and give us tlie 
cost of retraining them. It's 
cheaper to keep them on the 
farm .” 
—GRADUATED SUBSIDIES— 


So Humphrey proposes a price 
support scale patterned after 
the graduated income tax which 
benefits the sm all farm er and 
scales down the big. He has 
looked over the huge subsidies 
paid to the big operators and 
noted that one cotton grower in 
C alifornia received an annual 
subsidy of around $750,000. 


Humphrey doesn't plan to cut 
this down in one /e a r. It would 
cause too much economic re­ 
adjustm ent. But he does propose 
to cut It down gradually. He 
will 
set a reasonable figure 
on the amount of subsidy a big 
farm er can get, and when he 
goes beyond a certain produc­ 
tion point he won’t get any 
more price supports.

But Humphrey has told F ree­ 
man that as presently organized 
no man can run the Agriculture 
Department — because of Its 
encrusted bureaucracy and be­ 
cause policy is fixed by commit­ 
tees of grow ers and growers 
are Interested only In produc­ 
tion. 
At present, the departm ent’s 
budget runs around $8,000,000,- 
000 — even bigger than the 
V eterans Bureau.

There is the urging for double 
tim e, 
Instead of tim e and a 
half for overtim e. 
It is a vast program for which 
Mr. Johnson has prom ised la­ 
bor he will fight.

Days is on Payroll Again 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey has ended a 
22-day siege of unemployment 
and is back on the government 
payroll, as the 38th vice presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
But the peppy Minnesotan, 53, 
still has only temporary office 
space at the Capitol. 
There, 
a priorities tangle 
among his form er colleagues 
leaves him with a two-room 
suite on the third floor. 
A senator for 16 years, Hum­ 
phrey was sworn in at 11:57 
a.m . Wednesday at the Capitol, 
six minutes before Lyndon B. 
Johnson took the oath as presi­ 
dent. The vice presidency had 
been vacant 14 months — since 
Johnson succeeded the a ssa s­

Kennedy in November 1963.

The 
Warren 
Commission 
recommendation that the Pres­ 
ident’s physician always ac­ 
company him on trips deserves 
further study, an editorial in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical 
Association said to­ 
day. 
Recommendation No. 9 of the 
Report of the Warren Commis­ 
sion on the Assassination of 
President Kennedy reads: 
“ The 
Commission recom­ 
mends that the President's phy­ 
sician always accompany him 
during his travels and occupy 
a position near the President 
where he can l>e immediately 
available in case of any emer­ 
gency.” 
While there are instances in 
which 
the 
Immediate avail­ 
ability of a physician can l>e 
life-saving, the editorial said, 
in one person’s life such an in­ 
stance is so unlikely that In 
fact it does not even occur In 
most lives. 
“ The greater help an ac­ 
companying 
physician 
could 
give would be in the area of 
preventive 
medicine, for ex­ 
ample, 
in persuading a cor­ 
onary-prone 
President 
to 
lighten a particular day’s sche­ 
dule If there were ominous 
signs,” the editorial said. “ To 
accomplish this purpose, how­ 
ever, 
a physician 
must ac­ 
company the President not only 
on his travels but always.” 
The editorial said one pos­ 
sible solution would be to have 
physicians in several special­ 
ties “ on call” during the Pres­ 
ident’s visit to a particular city. 
Members 
of the presidential 
party 
would 
then 
proceed 
directly to the nearest medi­ 
cal 
facility, should the need 
for emergency care arise. This 
would provide the l>est and most 
“ immediately available” care 
in emergency situations, ac­ 
cording to the editorial.

But even at that Johnson was 
much more punctual than most 
presidents have been. 
In 1961, the late John F. Ken­ 
nedy didn’t take the oath until 
12:51 p.m. H arry S. Trum an 
was 29 minutes behind noon in 
1949 and Dwight D. Eisenhower 
m issed the mark by 32 min­ 
utes when he was sworn in for 
his first term in 1953. 
The only time a president has 
beaten the deadline in recent 
years was in 1957, when E isen­ 
hower took the oath for his sec­ 
ond term . 
Jan. 20, 1957, came on a Sun­ 
day and the formal inaugural 
cerem onies weren't held until 
Monday. Therefore, Eisenhow­ 
e r took the oath for his sec­ 
ond term in private cerem on­ 
ies at 10:28 a.m. on Sunday.

Churchill Still 
Unchanged; Fire 
Threatens Home 


LONDON (AP) — Sir Winston 
C hurchill's condition was still 
unchanged today and he had a 
quiet night, the noon medical 
bulletin announced. 
The bulletin, issued by Lord 
Moran after itis usual midday 
visit, said: 
“ Sir Winston had a quiet night 
and there is no change in his 
condition. There will be a fur­ 
ther bulletin tonight.” 
It was the 16th bulletin since 
Churchill suffered a stroke last 
Friday. 
The bulletin Thursday night 
from the 90-yea r«old states­ 
man’s bedside also had reported 
no change in his condition. 
Medical men interpreted the 
report 
Thursday 
night 
as 
meaning that Churchill contin­ 
ued in a coma from which he 
could not recover. 
“ n ils sort of condition could 
go on perhaps for days,” said 
a 
spokesman for the British 
Medical A ssociation. 
Shortly before Lord Moran, 
Sir Winston’s 82*yearold phy­ 
sician arrived for his midday 
call, fire broke out in an apart­ 
ment on the other side of the 
Churchill garden, and smoke 
billowed around the windows of 
the 
statesm an’s ground-floor 
bedroom. 
The fire was quickly extin­ 
guished, and the fire engines 
did not clang their bells for 
fear of disturbing Sir Winston. 
The eighth day of C hurchill's 
struggle dawned cold and mis­ 
erable, with snow clouds heavy 
over the London skyline. 


Churchill lay in a ground floor 
room at his London home, No. 
28 Hyde Park Gate. A shivering 
huddle of newsmen kept vigil at 
the entrance to the stre e t. 
Lady Churchill — ’’verycalm 
and very brave” in the words of 
her cousin, Sylvia Henley— left 
the house Thursday to walk in 
Hyde Park with her daughter 
and son-in-law, Mary and C hris­ 
topher Soames. 
She was warmly wrapped in a 
short fur coat, with fur boots 
and headscarf. At 79 she is still 
an active woman. She raised a 
brave sm ile 
to

the occasional passersby who 
nodded recognition.

Riot; Youths Attack A U.S. 
Building; Viet Cong Beaten 


(AP) —South Vietnamese para­ 
troopers 
sm ashed their way 
with billy clubs and tear gas 
through nearly 
600 Buddhist 
monks and nuns dem onstrating 
against 
P rem ier 
Tran Van 
Huong in front of the UJ5. Em­ 
bassy today. 
A few minutes later a mob 
smashed the doors and windows 
of the UJ>. Information Service 
library four blocks from the em­ 
bassy. 
Crowds, 
mostly 
youths, 
knocked over police lioxes in 
main city streets. 
By midafternoon, scattered 
groups of dem onstrators were 
moving all over Saigon. 
A Buddhist source telephoned 
The Associated 
P re ss office 
that a monk would burn him self 
on a main city lioulevard near 
the central m arket later in the 
day. This is the immolation 
technique that did much to ral­ 
ly opinion against the late P res- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem. 
The Buddhist monks and nuns 
gathered in front of the A m eri­ 
can Embassy at 1:30 a.m . after 
racing 10 blocks through Saigon 
carrying antigovernment ban­ 
ners. 
They converged on the em- 
liassy from threedirectionsand 
presented a petition to UJ>.Am­ 
bassador Maxwell D. Taylor. 
P aratroopers 
who 
were 
guarding the em bassy put on 
gas masks an hour after the 
dem onstration 
began. Thirty 
minutes later, after dispersing 
a crowd of Buddhist laymen 
who 
had 
gathered down the 
street, they forcibly broke up 
the dem onstration by the monks 
and nuns. 
They threw several dozen tear 
gas grenades into the ranks of 
the yellow-robed Buddhists and 
then moved in among them , 


sm ashing them on the head with 
their clubs. 
Some Am ericans from the 
em bassy ran into the stre e t and 
dragged bleeding monks and 
nuns down a side street where 
they gave them first aid trea t­ 
ment. 
The Buddhists broke ranks 
under the attack and dispersed 
in all directions. 
Some 500 youths tried to Join 
the monks and nuns in front of 
the embassy but troops halted 
them two blocks away. 
The youths scream ed insults 
at the troops and threw rocks. 
When the police fired tear gas 
at them , the youths broke into 
groups and moved on the UJJ. 
L ibrary, where they sm ashed 
doors and windows. 
Several dozen dem onstrators 
probably were injured in the 
fray. 
Tlie dem onstration occurred 
on the third day of a “ fast to the 
death” at Buddhist headquar­ 
te rs by five leading monks de­ 
manding the resignation of P re­ 
m ier Huong. 
Despite the political turm oil 
in Saigon, the war against the 
Communist Viet Cong continued 
in the countryside. Government 
forces were flown into a liattle 
in the Mekong Delta Thursday 
and killed 46 guerrillas and cap­ 
tured 61 others. 
It was described as the gov­ 
ernm ent’s biggest 
victory in 
weeks. 
H elicopters in two m assive 
waves airlifted some 1,500 sol­ 
d ie rs into the fight, about 50 
m iles south of Saigon, in Klen 
Hoa Province. 
Communist fire downed three 
helicopters, but the A m erican 
crewm en were rescued. Five 
government dead and 11 wound­ 
ed w ere reported.

bert H. Humphrey gets his first 
chance today to preside over the 
Senate as vice president, one of 
his few constitutional responsi­ 
bilities. 
Today’s Senate session is the 
first since Humphrey’s inaugu­ 
ration Wednesday.

1963. 
F irst, the shock and sorrow , 
which haven’t worn off yet, as 
the steady stream of visitors to 
his grave In A rlmgton Cem etery 
shows. 
Second, the prolonged public 
scrutiny of Johnson, suddenly 
thrust Into the presidency, and 
the Inevitable com parisons be­ 
tween him and Kennedy. 
For Johnson it was a double 
ordeal for more than half of 
1964.

He will avoid spectacular ges- 
tui^s in dealing with Congress 
— like demanding 110 less than 
everything he asks — and often 
settle for something, figuring 
that's better than nothing and 
opens the door to more later. 
Atxive 
everything, 
unless 
things get out of control for him, 
he will do his best to avoid con­ 
flicts at home, particularly with 
Congress. 
He knows as a professional 
politician with long experience 
that conflicts interfere with his 
job. 


But this pouring oil on trou­ 
bled w aters has a built-in Jeo- 
jiardy of its own: it can lead to 
appeasem ent of the opposition, 
needless com prom ises, and de­ 
feats. 
Over 
the next four years 
Johpson will have multiple oc­ 


casions to dem onstrate he can 
avoid those traps and remain a 
truly strong President. 
Above all, and no prediction 
seem s safe here, he undoubtedly 
will meet som e of his toughest 
tests in foreign affairs.

ing Bilbo would not only remove an avowed 
member of the Ku Klux Klan, but would rep­ 
resent a setback for the system of terror, disen­ 
franchisement and race supremacy which Bilbo 
typifies.” 
WHEN THE NAME OF BILBO was reached 
in the first Senate roll call of the 1947 session, 
a resolution was offered by Sen. Taylor (D Ida.)

campaign. The challenge was countered with 
a resolution by Sen. Overton (D La.) which 
would 
have allowed Bilbo to take the oath, 
without prejudice to the right of the Senate 
later to pass upon his claim to a seat. 
The Taylor resolution had sought to perpetuate 
the existing situation under which Bilbo could 
have been barred by majority vote. Once Bilbo 
had received the'oath, as proposed in the Over­ 
ton resolution, it could have been argued that 
the two-thirds majority prescribed by the Con­ 
stitution for expulsion of a senator would be 
required to unseat him.

And he went into detail regard­ 
ing all the vital m atters he had 
had to review th.it day, rang­ 
ing from Viet Nam to his rela­ 
tions with C ongress. 
The P resident now has a Vice 
P resident with as much energy 
as he has and alm ost as much 
knowledge, 
and he Is putting 
him to work. Hubert Horatio, 
as B arry Goldwater used to call 
him because of his boyish face 
and lioundless energy, sees the 
P resid ent every morning and is 
called by him on the telephone 
se v e ra l tim es a day. 
“ You come Into his office,” 
the 
Vice 
P resid en t 
told 
a 
friend, “ and he doesn’t say good 
morning. He says ‘What have 
you done?** And som etim es he 
rep eats it - - ‘What have you 
done?’ T here never was a P re s­ 
ident like this one for work.”

d irecto r of the budget warning 
of the need for a supplemental 
appropriation of $1,742,000,- 
000 for the A griculture Depart­ 
ment. 
This ex tra 
money 
is 
needed because, under the p re s­ 
ent 
lopsided system of farm 
subsidies, 
hundreds 
of thou­ 
sands of fa rm e rs have bor­ 
rowed from the government on 
th eir cro ps. 
They heard ru m o rs that the 
Johnson adm inistration was go­ 
ing to cut p rice supjiorts, 
so 
they cashed in on their crops 
lie fore 
the p rice 
drops. It’s 
ta ils -th e -fa rm e r-w in s , heads- 
th e-go vernm ent-loses. 
If the 
p rice goes up, the fa rm e r can 
pay back his loan and get his 
crop back. If the p rice drops, 
the governm ent is stuck with 
the crop. 


The new vice president pro­ 
poses 
to change this and go 
back to the pre-B enson days 
when the fa rm e r was required 
to cut production in return for 
p rice subsidies. 
“ Now,” 
Humphrey told his 
ad visers 
recently, 
“ all the 
fa rm e r has to do is plant his 
rows of corn a little closer 
and put on a little m ore fer­ 
tiliz er and bring In a bumper 
crop at the sam e time he gets 
paid 
to take 
acreage out of 
circu latio n.” 


What the Vice President pro­ 
poses to do is to curtail price 
supports 
for the big farm er 
and 
keep supports relatively 
high 
for 
tlie little farm er. 
“ K erm lt Gordon was right the 
oth er 
day when he said that 
one million fa rm ers could raise 
enough food to support the peo­ 
ple of the United S tates,” Hum­ 
phrey told his staff. “ But we 
can’t do that. That would swamp 
the already crowded cities with 
little fa rm e rs and give us the 
cost 
of retraining them. It’s 
cheap er to keep them on the 
fa rm .” 
— GRADUATED SUBSIDIES— 


So Humphrey proposes a p rice 
support scale patterned after 
the graduated income tax which 
benefits the sm all fa rm e r and 
scales down the big. He has 
looked over the huge subsidies 
paid to the big o p e rato rs and 
noted that one cotton grow er In 
C alifornia 
received an annual 
subsidy of around $750,000. 


Humphrey doesn't plan to cut 
this down in one year. It would 
cause too much economic re ­ 
adjustm ent. But he does propose 
to cut It down gradually. He 
will 
set 
a reasonable figure 
on the amount of subsidy a big 
fa rm e r can get, and when he 
goes beyond a certain produc­ 
tion point 
he 
won’t 
get any 
m ore price supports. 


It so happens that the man who 
is S ecretary of A griculture is 
one of H ubert's closest friends, 
O rville F reem an, fo rm er Gov­ 
e rn o r 
of 
H um phrey's home 
state, Minnesota. F reem an used 
to baby-sit 
for the Humphrey 
children when both men were 
studying at the University 
of 
M innesota. L ater, HUH intro­ 
duced 
F reem an 
to P resid ent 
T rum an, even before he becam e 
G overnor, as one of the coming 
young 
men of the northwest. 
But Humphrey has told F re e ­ 
man that as presently organized 
no man can run the A griculture 
D epartm ent — lie cause of Its 
e n cru ste d bureaucracy and be­ 
cause policy Is fixed by com m it­ 
tees of g ro w ers and g row ers 
a re Interested only In produc­ 
tion. 
At p resen t, the departm ent’s 
budget runs around $8,000,000,- 
000 — even bigger than the 
V eterans B ureau. The new Vice 
P resid ent, with his old baby­ 
s itte r, has l»en given the job 
by a vigorous, re s tle s s P re s i­ 
dent to cut It back. And every 
m orning the P resident g reets 
his

SOCIALISM AND VIOLENCE 
Throughout most of reco rd ed 
h isto ry violence has l>een an 
everyday 
part of m an’s life. 
1 rom 
the first 
b a rb a rian 
ra id e rs to the P anzer colum ns 
of Nazi Germany, 
organized 
violence has laid w aste some 
of the 
fairest 
|H>rtions of a 
green and peaceful earth. H is­ 
to rical evldence shows that gov­ 
ernm ent itself came into l>e- 
ing in many lands solely as a 
protection against violence. All 
too often, then, governm ent b e ­ 
cam e 
itself the g re a te st a g ­ 
g re s s o r. 
In view of this, it is e s p e c ia l­ 
ly 
striking that against this 
long and dark tale of violence, 
one period stands out. From 
the Civil War in A m erica, and 
the 
F ra n c o -P ru ssia n 
W ar In 
Europe to the F irst World W ar, 
a period of approximately fifty 
\ e a r s , there was peace on earth , 
the crim e rate in civilized co u n ­ 
tr ie s reached an all-tim e low, 
m en and women could live out 
th eir lives and make th eir own 
fortu les without fear. In New 
York 
City,

Eisenhower 
m issed the mark by 32 min­ 
utes when he was sworn in for 
his first term in 1953.
